Until  that  blessed  day  shall  come  when  all  poverty 
and  suffering  shall  be  over,  when  all  tears  shall  be 
wiped  from  all  faces  and  there  shall  be  no  more  pain — 
Hospitals  for  Babies  must  exist,  and  so  year  after  year 
we  entreat  you  to  give  a  few  moments  from  your  busy 
lives  to  listen  to  the  story  of  the  Babies'  Wards.  Wards 
for  Babies  though  they  be,  they  are  well  out  of  their 
infancy  with  a  history  now  of  nearly  twenty-four  years 
of  ever  widening  usefulness.  The  few  who  read  statis- 
tics may  have  recently  noticed  the  statement,  that  the 
forty  important  New  York  hospitals  belonging  to  the 
Hospital  Association,  beyond  all  revenue  from  paying 
patients,  from  endowments,  city  aid,  etc.,  are  obliged  to 
raise  each  year  for  their  maintenance  considerably  over 
a  million  of  dollars  from  private  charity ;  realizing  the 
value  of  their  great  hospital  work,  shall  we  not  better 
say, — from  private  justice?  The  Babies'  Wards  shelter 
annually  from  1000  to  1200  little  patients,  coming  from 
the  very  poorest  homes  of  our  great  tenements.  Ex- 
penses of  wages,  supplies  and  living  generally  have 
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so  largely  increased,  that  with  the  most  economical 
administration,  about  $20,000  are  now  required  for 
their  yearly  support.  Of  this  sum  the  city  gives  little 
more  than  one-tenth,  and  it  is  to  you — who,  alas,  are 
perhaps  already  saying,  "Oh  dear,  another  Charitable 
Report!" — that  we  must  look  for  that  aid  which  alone 
will  ensure  the  continuance  of  a  work  on  which  the 
lives  of  so  many  young  children  must  depend. 

If  the  saying  be  true,  that  "Blessed  is  the  nation 
which  has  no  history,"  we  may  perhaps  hope  for  a 
special  blessing  on  our  Wards,  for  we  have  no  startling 
new  departures  to  record  during  the  past  year.  We 
have  honestly  tried  to  do  a  little  better  work  as  each 
month  passed,  to  reach  out  a  little  farther  in  many 
directions,  to  approach  a  little  nearer  our  ideal  of  what 
a  Babies'  Hospital  should  be.  As  some  of  our  important 
committees  present  reports  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  various  lines  under  their  direction,  we  may 
omit  such  details  here  and  give  you  only  a  sketch  in  the 
barest  outline  of  a  few  typical  cases  for  whose  relief 
the  Babies'  Wards  exist.  Only  those,  however,  who 
have  the  time  and  patience  to  study  the  individual 
histories  of  our  little  patients,  can  realize  in  the  least 
the  character,  the  importance,  the  difficulty  of  the  work 
we  are  struggling  to  accomplish.  The  lines  of  many 
of  you  have  fallen  in  such  pleasant  places,  your  heritage 
has  been  so  goodly  a  one,  that  it  is  hardly  possible  for 
you  to  appreciate  the  sufferings,  the  anguish  indeed, 
which  has  been  the  lot  of  many  of  the  tiny  children 
lying  so  patiently,  even  smilingly,  in  their  white -curtained 
cribs,  or  the  swinging  bassinets,  of  the  Babies'  Wards. 

From  this  bed,  waiting  for  its  next  occupant,  already 
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receiving  its  preliminary  bi-chloride  bath  in  the  admit- 
ting room  below,  has  just  been  discharged  little  Joseph, 
one  of  our  many  Russian  patients.  His  father  earned 
at  best  $9.00  a  week,  on  which  he  tried  to  support  a 
family  of  nine  persons.  Some  weeks  ago,  Joseph, 
climbing  unnoticed  onto  the  fire-escape,  fell  two  stories 
down  and  fractured  both  skull  and  arm.  Some  slight 
treatment  was  given  by  a  "  neighborhood"  doctor 
hastily  called  in,  who  told  the  parents  that  the  child 
would  certainly  die  within  twenty -four  hours,  and  advised 
"getting  him  off  to  a  hospital"  at  once.  He  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Babies'  Wards,  with  a  temperature  of 
106  degrees  and  already  delirious  from  his  sufferings. 
His  arm  was  set  and  his  head  treated,  while  ice  poultices 
were  used  constantly.  The  child  shortly  became  un- 
conscious and  could  be  fed  only  through  a  stomach 
tube;  at  times  he  would  awaken  screaming  with  fright 
and  pain,  and  try  to  climb  out  of  the  crib.  It  was 
necessary  for  a  nurse  to  sit  beside  him  every  moment, 
to  watch  him  and  carry  out  the  treatment.  After  ten 
days,  to  the  amazement  of  all,  he  began  to  improve  and 
in  seven  weeks  he  made  a  complete  recovery,  leaving 
the  hospital  cured,  with  a  good  useful  arm  and  a  sound 
head.  One  day  when  the  father  came  to  visit  him  he 
informed  the  nurse  that  he  had  two  children  at  home 
very  sick,  that  his  wife  was  ill,  and  that  they  had 
just  that  day  had  a  new  baby.  He  was  told  to  go  home 
and  bring  the  sick  children  to  the  hospital  at  once.  In 
a  couple  of  hours  he  returned  with  one  child,  saying 
the  other  had  already  died  in  his  absence.  It  was  found 
that  the  year-old  baby  he  brought  had  double  pneu- 
monia, with  an  almost  incredible  temperature,  and  it 
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died  in  eight  hours.  The  "new  baby"  had  scarcely  open- 
ed its  Httle  eyes  on  a  harsh  world  surrounding  it,  than 
it  wearily  closed  them  again,  too  tired  even  to  try  to  live. 

What  thoughts  should  the  possibilit}'  of  such  a  history 
bring  to  every  one  of  us! 

Here  lies  Maggie,  another  Russian,  with  snapping 
black  eyes,  and  cheeks  assuming  a  faintly  rosy  tint 
after  long  weeks  of  pallor.  Her  father  was  a  day  laborer, 
never  able  to  make  as  much  as  $10.00  a  week,  and  there 
were  six  other  children.  The  child  had  been  sick  for 
nearly  two  months,  pneumonia  for  three  weeks,  fol- 
lowed by  empyema,  when  the  parents  were  told  by 
their  doctor  that  she  needed  an  operation,  but  he  could 
not  perform  it  until  he  was  paid.  As  thej-  had  not 
money  enough  then  for  even  the  most  necessary  food, 
this  couM  not  be  done,  and  the  child  grew  daily  worse. 
High  fever  and  racking  cough,  with  lack  of  all  proper 
nourishment,  caused  rapid  emaciation.  One  of  those 
invaluable  district  nurses,  happening — ought  we  to  say 
this? — to  call  at  the  house,  saw  the  child  and  sent  her 
Ttt  once  to  the  Wards,  her  temperature  then  105  degrees. 
!n  order  to  save  her  life  if  possible,  an  immediate  oper- 
ation was  performed.  Her  cfmdLtion  began  to  improve 
dirf  i.'f-.ly,  and  when  in  a  few  days  the  poor  mother  caine, 
.  xf)ecting  to  hear  the  little  girl  was  dead,  her  joy  was 
so  great  at  the  gain  of  her  child  that  she  broke  down 
entirely,  sobbing  with  joy. 

Little  Katharine,  barely  as  long  as  her  name,  sought 
tjie  refuge  of  the  Babies'  Wards  indeed  early  in  life; 
at  the  age  of  two  hours,  weighing  less  than  three  pounds, 
she  was  brought  to  the  Hospital  in  a  small  soap  box  by 
a  kindly  neighbor.    Her  mother  had  had  three  other 
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babies,  all  of  whom  died  in  early  infancy,  and  she  was 
told  that  there  was  no  chance  for  Katharine.  It  was 
wrapped  in  cotton,  put  in  the  incubator,  and  fed  by  a 
medicine  dropper,  something  being  given  hourly.  At 
first  it  lost  in  weight,  but  after  eight  days  began  to  gain. 
As  soon  as  possible,  the  mother  was  brought  in  and  given 
a  bed  in  that  beautiful  little  memorial  ward  for  "mothers 
and  babies, "  which  has  saved  many  lives, — in  order  that 
natural  feeding  could  be  given,  which  means  so  much 
to  these  wee  ones.  After  some  weeks,  already  so  smil- 
ing that  she  had  become  Kitty  instead  of  Katharine, 
baby  left  the  Wards  weighing  four  pounds,  but  although 
small,  in  a  very  healthy  condition  and  able  to  make 
quite  as  much  noise  as  the  ten-pound  babies  near  her. 

Then  there  is  that  wonderful  case  of  little  Willie  E., 
a  dear  English  baby  with  great,  soft  brown  eyes  and 
the  very  sweetest  smile  you  ever  saw.  He  was  brought 
to  the  Wards  with  high  fever,  temperature  105  degrees, 
discharges  from  both  ears,  agonizing  pain,  child  crying 
all  the  time  and  quite  unable  to  sleep.  The  parents, 
most  respectable  people,  were  both  out  of  work  and  could 
not  pay  a  doctor,  so  the  mother  treated  the  baby  at 
home  until  his  condition  became  so  alarming  that  she 
overcame  her  reluctance  to  bring  him  to  a  hospital.  On 
examination  it  was  found  that  he  had  double  mastoiditis, 
and  if  uncared  for  a  day  or  two  longer,  either  the  child 
would  have  died  or,  far  worse,  total  deafness  would 
have  resulted.  An  immediate  operation  was  necessary, 
and  he  was  very  ill  for  a  long  time,  with  recovery  doubt- 
ful. To-day  he  is  the  healthiest  baby  in  the  Wards, 
his  hearing  quite  restored,  and  a  good  place  (in  the  coun- 
tr)^  for  the  whole  family  has  been  secured,  to  which  he 
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will  be  taken  in  a  day  or  two — to  the  regret  of  all.  He 
receives  every  visitor  with  friendly  little  outstretched 
arms,  and  waves  them  a  smiling  good-bye  as  they  leave. 

We  have  lifted  but  a  corner  of  the  great  curtain  which 
hangs  between  your  lives  and  these.  Just  out  of  sight 
of  your  own  luxurious  homes  stands  the  great  building, 
where,  often  with  anxious  hearts  as  to  ways  and  means, 
we  are  striving  to  alleviate  even  a  little  of  the  woeful 
misery  of  this  great  city,  to  afford  a  loving  shelter  to 
even  a  handful  of  the  cold  and  hungry  and  weary  and 
suffering  babies,  to  restore  health  and  strength  and  use- 
fulness to  even  a  few  of  that  army  of  maimed  and 
deformed  and  weak  and  helpless  little  children  of  our 
tenements. 

Skillful  doctors,  conscientious  nurses,  young  girls 
just  at  that  fascinating  entrance  into  a  great  world 
whose  pleasures  call  to  them  from  every  side ,  and  women 
with  a  thousand  other  duties  demanding  their  attention, 
each  in  their  own  department,  are  giving  their  time  and 
strength  and  hearts  to  the  work.  Back  of  all  these, 
however,  we  must  call  upon  you  to  furnish  the  vital  sup- 
port on  which  it  rests.  Out  of  the  great  public  whose 
ear  it  is  so  hard  to  catch,  may  we  not  hope  that  there 
are  at  least  a  few  to  whom  we  may  specially  commend 
the  cause  of  these  sick  and  dying  babies? 

And  first,  to  those  of  you  into  whose  own  life  suffering 
has  come  during  the  past  year.  You  have  perhaps 
spent  many  weary  days  and  long  sleepless  nights 
shadowed  by  the  dark  wings  of  that  great  mysterious 
angel  of  Pain;  or  harder  yet,  have  watched  those  dearest 
to  you  bear  so  patiently  suffering  that  you  would  have 
given  your  very  heart's  blood  to  spare  them  from. 
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You  may  have  waited  in  agonizing  suspense  for  the 
verdict  of  the  doctor,  which  bade  you  hope  or  despair; 
but  with  all  this  you  have  had  one  great  consolation, 
that  you  have  been  able  to  summon  to  your  and  their 
aid  every  comfort,  every  alleviation,  every  means  of 
cure  which  human  skill  could  suggest.  Yet  in  this  very 
city,  scores,  nay  hundreds  of  little  ones  have  died  in 
the  bitter  cold  or  stifling  heat  of  our  great  tenement 
houses,  wasted  with  gnawing  hunger,  parched  with 
fever,  tender  bodies  racked  with  pain;  while  hopeless 
mothers,  loving  them  often  as  well  as  you  do  your 
children,  have  bent  over  them  with  hearts  pierced  with 
the  thought  that  the  baby  might  have  been  saved.  Will 
you  not  comfort  your  own  stricken  hearts  in  giving  help 
to  those  still  more  sorely  stricken?  Oh,  may  the  pain 
which  has  been  your  lot,  or  the  lot  of  those  you  loved, 
open  your  ears  to  the  cry  of  the  children  whose  suffering 
it  lies  in  your  power  to  alleviate. 

But,  God  be  thanked,  the  experience  of  many  of  you 
has  been  a  different  one,  and  it  is  to  such  happy  ones 
that  we  would  also  specially  appeal.  You  have  not  been 
called  into  the  valley  of  the  shadow.  Health  in  a  fair 
measure  has  been  yours.  The  delights  of  travel,  far 
removed  from  the  hard  work  and  so  often  commonplace 
duties  of  ordinary  life  have  been  enjoyed.  Or  perhaps 
you  are  bringing  out  dear  and  fair  daughters,  introduc- 
ing them  to  the  alluring  pleasures  of  a  life  opening  before 
them  with  its  wonderful  privileges  and  opportunities, 
while  your  sons,  full  of  the  enthusiasm  of  youth,  are 
choosing  into  what  work  for  the  world  they  will  enter. 
Think  a  moment  of  the  great  multitude  submerged 
under  the  waves  which  are  bearing  your  ships  so  merrily 
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on.  If  you  can  not  at  this  time  help  those  by  that 
best  of  all  gifts,  yourself,  remember  that  the  gifts  to 
our  Lord  brought  by  the  kings  of  old,  were  not -only 
frankincense  and  myrrh,  but  gold  as  well,  and  that 
gift  may  still  be  offered  to  Him  through  these,  His 
little  ones. 

Warm  thanks  are  due  to  all  individuals,  classes  or 
societies  who  have  helped  us  so  generously  in  the  past. 
Special  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Speedwell  Society  and 
the  Convalescent  Home  at  Sea  Cliff. 

The  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  are: 

First.  A  greatly  increased  number  of  annual  subscrip- 
tions and  donations  to  our  Nursing  and  Emergency  Fund. 
On  this  fund  now  depend  the  salaries  of  Head  Nurse 
and  Assistant,  of  our  visitor,  a  woman  phj'sician,  all 
fresh  air  expenditures,  ward  replenishments,  printing 
reports,  extra  help,  etc. — expenses  of  vital  importance. 
As  gifts  of  even  very  small  sums  are  gratefully  received, 
this  way  of  helping  the  sick  is  brought  within  reach  of 
every  one  of  us. 

Second.  Supported  beds  by  gifts  of  $200  annually. 
This  sum  allows  the  naming  of  the  crib  as  a  memorial 
or  otherwise,  and  while,  of  course,  it  does  not  furnish 
full  support,  3'et  with  the  aid  of  the  small  cit}'  allow- 
ance and  of  our  Nursing  Fund  provides  for  those  appli- 
cants who  need  its  shelter  so  sorely. 

Third.  Gifts  of  clothing,  new  or  old,  toys,  especially 
dolls  and  rattles,  fruit  and  home  made  jellies,  and  best 
of  all  the  personal  help  of  those  willing  to  give  even  a 
small  portion  of  their  time. 

There  are  some  of  you  of  whom  it  may  be  said: 
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"Freely  ye  have  received."  May  we  not  urge  as  the 
completion:  "Freely  give." 

A  most  vital  need  of  the  Babies'  Wards  is  the  erection 
of  a  new  laundry  for  the  greatly  enlarged  Hospital  work. 
A  little  over  $1000  has  been  received  for  this,  but  we 
earnestly  appeal  for  further  gifts  toward  it,  as  we  desire 
at  least  two  thousand  dollars  more.  It  would  seem 
that  this  statement  of  so  vital  a  need  should  bring  im- 
mediate response. 

All  subscriptions  and  donations  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.

Checks  for 
supported  beds  should  be  drawn  to  Mrs.  C.  Beaman's 
order,  but  sent  to  Miss  Chauncey,  Secretary  of  Com- 
mittee on  Supported  Beds,  125  East  ^"jth  Street,  who  has 
charge  of  all  correspondence  relating  to  supported  beds, 
and  who  will  at  once  return  a  letter  of  acknowledgment. 
The  Report  of  Babies'  Wards  treasurer  will  be  found 
at  close  of  this  pamphlet. 

Shall  we  not  one  and  all  remember  that  often,  alas, 
the  cradle  song  of  the  poor  is: 

"Hush!   I  cannot  bear  to  see  thee 
Stretch  thy  tiny  hands  in  vain, 
Dear,  I  have  no  bread  to  give  thee. 
Nothing  child  to  ease  thy  pain! 
When  God  sent  thee  first  to  bless  me, 
Proud  and  thankful  too,  was  I, 
Now,  my  darling,  I  thy  mother 
Almost  long  to  see  thee  die. 

I  am  wasted,  dear,  with  hunger 
And  my  brain  is  all  opprest, 
I  have  scarcely  strength  to  press  thee, 
Wan  and  feeble  to  my  breast. 
Patience,  baby,  God  will  help  us, 
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Death  will  come  to  thee  and  me, 
He  will  take  us  to  his  Heaven 
Where  no  want  or  pain  can  be. 

Such  the  plaint  that,  late  and  early, 
Did  we  listen,  we  might  hear 
Close  beside  us — but  the  thunder 
Of  a  City  dulls  our  ear. 
Every  heart,  as  God's  bright  Angel, 
Can  bid  one  such  sorrow  cease; 
God  has  glory  when  His  children 
Bring  His  poor  ones  joy  and  peace. "

ARTICLES  OF  CLOTHING  NOW  NEEDED    AT    THE  BABIES' 
WARDS. 


Patterns  for  clothing  will  be  furnished  on  application 
to  Chairman  of  Clothing  Committee,  Mrs.  Elisha  M. 
Fulton,  Jr.,  Portchester,  N.  Y. 

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  i  yard  by  i  J  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting;  button-holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with  pink 
or  blue  washing  crewel.    A  special  need. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering 
from  pneumonia. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  VISITING 
AND  CARE  OF  CHILDREN,  ETC. 


The  Committee  on  Visiting  and  Care  of  Children 
after  leaving  the  Babies'  Wards,  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  during  the  year  ending  December,  1906,  937 
visits  have  been  paid  to  the  homes  of  the  children. 

Fifty -seven  children  have  been  sent  to  the  Speedwell 
Society  at  Morristown  and  thirty-seven  to  the  Home 
at  Sea  Cliff. 

Several  children  have  died  while  at  Morristown, 
through  no  fault  or  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  very 
efficient  trained  nurse  employed  by  the  Speedwell 
Society.  The  children  sent,  who  have  died,  were  given 
this  last  chance  by  the  doctors  in  the  hopes  of  saving 
their  lives.  But  where  children  enter  the  Wards  not 
only  with  some  acute  trouble,  but  with  a  serious  case 
of  mal-nutrition,  the  chance  for  recovery  unless  sent 
out  of  the  Wards  at  the  earliest  moment  is  very  small. 
Let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  of  the  large  num- 
ber saved  by  the  aid  of  this  valuable  Society.  Where 
the  children  have  not  lived,  the  Speedwell  Society  has 
at  its  own  expense  buried  the  little  ones  at  Morristown, 
and  where  the  parents  desired  the  remains  sent  home, 
the  Speedwell  have  paid  that  expense  also — for  which 
your  Committee  ask  a  recognition  from  the  Auxiliary 
if  possible. 

Four  himdred  and  fifty -seven  bottles  of  Borden's 
milk  have  been  distributed  where  it  was  found  neces- 
sary, and  tickets  for  milk,  have  been  given  to  twelve 
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families,  who  lived  near  enough  to  the  milk  stations  to 
benefit  daily. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  last  years  there  have  been  practically 
few  or  no  desertions  of  children  by  their  parents  re- 
ported. In  former  annual  reports  there  have  been  many 
such  cases.  The  first  year  of  this  Committee  work 
there  were  ten.  All  of  which  goes  to  show  the  effec- 
tualness  of  the  system  of  visiting  the  homes  of  the  child- 
ren planned  by  the  Auxiliary.  But  now  the  most 
serious  trouble  reported  by  your  visitor  is  the  desertion 
of  the  families  by  the  father  or  wage  earners,  generally 
after  the  birth  of  a  child,  leaving  the  mother  to  struggle 
as  best  she  may  in  her  weak  condition.  In  these  cases, 
our  visitor  has  found  the  "Legal  Aid  Society"  with  its 
four  branches  scattered  over  the  city  of  the  very  greatest 
value.  Doing  their  work  without  any  pay,  they  have 
looked  up  these  men,  making  them  pay  a  weekly  sum 
to  the  support  of  the  deserted  family  where  they  decline 
to  return  to  live  with  them.  But  even  this  is  precarious, 
for  if  not  constantly  watched  the  men  disappear. 

The  Havens  Fund  very  generously  gave  your  Committee 
$150  this  last  year  through  the  kind  efforts  of  Dr.  Chapin. 
This  money  enables  us  to  aid  the  families  in  their  homes 
in  many  ways  other  than  for  immediate  use  for  children, 
as  the  Havens  Fund  stipulate  not  only  for  children,  prefer- 
ing  grown  people.  Where  a  mother  can  send  her  baby  to. 
the  country  and  pay  a  little,  we  have  added  two  dollars, 
a  month  for  three  or  five  months.  The  Charity 
Organization  prefers  to  give  groceries,  we  find  other- 
needs  even  greater.

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Two  typical  cases  from  the  visitors'  records  follow 
showing  the  various  work  undertaken  by  this  Committee. 

Mrs.  G   was  found  to  be  dying  slowly  of  tuber- 
culosis. She  lived  in  three  small  rooms  (two  light  and 
one  dark)  with  her  husband  and  two  children,  an  infant 
four  months  old  and  a  bo}-  about  three  years  old.  The 
infant  suffered  from  mal-nutrition  and  was  admitted  to 
the  Babies'  Wards.  The  husband  who  was  without  per- 
manent employment  was  obliged  to  spend  much  of  his 
time  in  caring  for  his  wife  who  was  practically  helpless. 

When  Mrs.  G          was  first  seen,  conditions  in  her 

home  were  found  to  be  very  unsanitary;  windows  were 
closed  and  a  cuspidor  was  being  used  in  a  careless  way 
for  expectoration.  A  nurse  trained  to  do  charit)'^ -work 
and  willing  to  do  cooking  and  light  housework,  as  well 
as  care  for  the  invalid  was  employed  at  $12  a  week. 

The  boy,  who  had  been  spending  most  of  his  time 
with  his  mother,  exposed  to  infection  in  ill  ventilated 
rooms,  was  sent  away  to  live  with  a  relative  and  the 
infant  was  sent  to  Morristown  after  being  treated  in 

the  Wards.    The  nurse  saw  that  Mrs.  G  was  kept 

clean  and  as  comfortable  as  possible.  Both  windows 
were  kept  open  and  sputum  cups  were  used. 

A  visitor  from  a  neighboring  church  who  desired  to 
contribute  to  the  patient's  comfort,  was  told  of  certain 
much  needed  articles  such  as  sheets,  etc.,  and  through 
her  these  were  supplied. 

The  presence  of  the  nurse  made  it  possible  for  the 
husband  to  resume  work  and  caused  the  last  days  of 
the  suffering  woman  to  be  more  bearable. 

A  physician  from  the  out  practice  department  of  a 
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hospital  visited  Mrs.  G         and  prescribed  treatment 

which   relieved   the   distressing  symptoms. 

Mrs.  G  died  about  ten  days  after  the  nurse  took 

charge. 

Mrs.  X's  husband  is  in  an  insane  asylum.  Mrs.  X 
and  her  one  child,  an  infant  of  six  months,  entered  the 
hospital  together  in  the  early  part  of  December. 

The  infant  was  ill  and  the  mother  was  permitted  to 
accompany  him,  firstly  that  she  might  continue  to  nurse 
him,  and  secondly  because  she  was  worn  out  as  a  result 
of  hardship. 

The  woman,  who  is  prematurely  aged  b)^  hard  work 
and  privation  maintains  a  quiet  reserve  and  does  not 
complain. 

When  the  baby,  Michael  had  recovered,  Mrs.  X,  who 
had,  during  these  weeks  of  rest,  greatly  improved  in 
health,  took  her  child  to  Catholic  sisters  with  whom 
she  will  stay  working  in  the  kitchen  and  placing  the 
baby  in  a  Day  Nursery. 

A  small  sum  of  money  to  help  maintain  mother  and 
child  temporarily,  was  given  Mrs.  X  who  was  much 
cheered  by  the  interest  shown  in  her  by  all  in  the  hos- 
pital. On  New  Year's  Day  a  "dinner"  was  sent  to 
Mrs.  X.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WARD  VISITING 
COMMITTEE. 

1906. 

The  Ward  Visiting  Committee  has  increased  in  num- 
bers during  the  past  year  and  has  also  enlarged  its  work. 

The  members  make  weekly  visits  to  the  Wards  to 
entertain  the  convalescent  children  and  to  soothe  the 
fretful  and  nervous  ones.  They  also  tr\'  to  bring  to  the 
little  patients  any  pleasures  and  distractions  possible. 

This  year  the  members  supported  a  bed  in  the  Wards 
and  provided  the  summer  drives  in  the  park  which 
means  so  much  to  the  children — to  whom  they  are  often 
the  nearest  approach  to  a  day  spent  in  the  country'. 

The  Christmas  Committee  had  charge  of  the  Christ- 
mas Tree  in  the  Wards.  They  decorated  the  beautiful 
tree,  kindly  donated  by  a  member  of  the  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliar>',  with  toys  and  ornaments  contributed  by  members 
of  the  Auxiliary,  the  Sunbeam  League  and  the  Ward 
Visiting  Committee.  The  children  seemed  especially 
pleased  with  their  presents,  many  of  which  will  prove 
of  lasting  pleasure  during  the  coming  winter.  The 
Committee  also  provided  ice  cream  and  cake  and  helped 
the  Sunbeam  League  with  the  decorations  for  the  Wards. 

The  Toy  Committee  has  provided  some  toys  but  will 
be  glad  to  receive  more, — for  many  are  needed. 

The  Easter  Committee,  last  year,  provided  growing 
plants  at  Easter  for  the  Wards  and  the  Roof  Garden, 
where  many  of  these  lasted  for  some  months.  They 
also  contributed  Easter  Eggs  and  appropriate  gifts  for 
the  children,  and  ice  cream  and  cake. 

The  Committee  sent  flowers  to  the  Wards  during  the 
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summer  and  hopes  that  more  will  be  sent  next  summer. 
No'one  can  imagine  how  much  pleasure  these  bring  with 
their  suggestion  of  the  country  to  those  surrounded  by 
city  streets.  Many  flowers  used  at  entertainments  this 
winter  have  been  kindly  donated  and  have  been  a  great 
delight  to  the  children.  We  beg  our  friends  to  remem- 
ber the  Wards,  when  they  have  flowers  they  care  to  give, 
and  to  notify  the  Chairman  of  the  Flower  Committee 
who  will  see  that  they  are  sent  for  and  brought  to  the 
Hospital. 

The  Drives  Committee  asks  for  the  occasional  loan 
of  an  automobile  or  carriage  to  take  two  or  three  con- 
valescent children,  with  a  nurse,  for  a  drive. 

The  Ward  Visiting  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all 
those  who  have  helped  them  with  donations  of  various 
kinds  during  the  past  year  and  hopes  that  they  will  con- 
tinue their  interest  and  aid  during  the  coming  one  when 
the  Committee  hopes  to  find  new  ways  of  helping  the 
poor  sick  children  of  the  Babies'  Wards.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  IN  CHARGE  OF  SUNDAY 
AFTERNOON  SERVICES  AT  THE  BABIES'  WARDS. 


For  three  winters  a  Service  of  Praise  has  been  con- 
ducted on  Sunday  afternoons  in  the  Babies'  Wards  by 
the  young  people  of  various  churches  throughout  the 
city.  The  words  of  appreciation  which  have  been  spoken 
by  the  nurses,  as  well  as  the  manifest  delight  of  the  chil- 
dren, have  more  than  repaid  those  who  have  given  up 
an  hour  or  two  on  Sunday  afternoons  to  this  labor  of 
love.  The  service  itself  is  very  simple.  The  Chairman 
of  this  Committee  has  notified  in  advance  the  ministers 
of  different  churches,  asking  their  young  people  to  be- 
come responsible  for  the  service  for  one  month  during 
the  winter  and  spring.  While  the  arranging  of  these 
rrionths  has  entailed  a  little  trouble,  the  response  by  the 
ministers  has  been  most  kind,  and  great  enthusiasm  has 
been  shown  by  the  young  people  who  have  taken  part. 
The  following  churches  have,  during  the  past  year,  co- 
operated with  us:  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian,  Madison 
Avenue  Reformed,  Collegiate  Church  of  St.  Nicholas 
(one  entire  winter).  Marble  Collegiate,  Middle  Collegiate 
and  Central  Presbyterian. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  service  has  been  greatly 
helped  by  the  generous  gift  of  a  beautiful  piano  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Carnegie  during  our  first  winter's  service. 

It  would  repay  any  of  the  Managers  if  they  could 
attend  some  afternoon  and  see  the  happy  faces  of  the 
children  while  they  listen  to  the  singing  of  the  simple 
hymns.    Often  they  cling  to  those  who  have  been  sing- 
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ing  and  try  to  prevent  their  leaving.  Who  can  tell 
what  spiritual  blessing  may  be  conveyed  through  the 
ministry  of  this  hour  of  praise?

REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 

190C. 

The  active  workers  of  the  Sunbeam  League  last  winter 
bent  their  energies  mainly  towards  the  preparations 
for  a  Fair,  to  be  held  in  the  Spring,  as  the  funds  in  the 
treasury  were  low  and  money  was  needed  to  carry  on 
the  League  work  in  the  Wards.  The  Sale  was  held 
just  before  Easter,  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Charles  Parsons, 
which  she  so  kindly  offered,  and  was  most  successful. 
The  amount  raised,  about  $1,250.00  has  gone  far  towards 
paying  for  the  two  beds  supported  by  the  League,  the 
Kindergarten  teacher,  the  Summer  drives  in  the  Park, 
and  all  the  many  little  things  so  necessary  to  the  com- 
fort and  happiness  of  the  little  invalids. 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  were  supplied 
to  the  babies,  stockings  hung  on  beds  and  cribs  on  Christ- 
mas morning,  and  the  Wards  were  gay  with  ropes  of 
green  and  holly  wreaths. 

The  Ward  Visiting  Committee  kindly  volunteered  to 
contribute  the  Christmas  Tree,  at  which  some  of  our 
members  assisted  in  distributing  the  toys.  Thanks  are 
also  due  to  the  Ward  Visiting  Committee  for  their  gen- 
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erous  contribution  of  ten  dollars  and  red  bells  for  the 
Christmas  decorations. 

The  Toy  Committee  has  kept  the  toy  boxes  in  order 
and  supplied  with  new  toys  as  far  as  they  were  able, 
but  they  report  the  toy  cupboards  in  sad  need  of  re- 
plenishment. Any  half  worn  toys  that  your  children 
are  tired  of,  would  be  most  gladly  welcomed  by  our 
babies  at  the  Wards. 

The  House  Committee  begs  again  for  jellies  which  are 
always  in  such  demand,  as  they  are  about  the  only  dainty 
our  sick  children  can  have. 

Contributions  of  toys  or  jellies,  sent  to  the  Wards, 
care  of  Miss  Ding,  would  be  thankfully  received  and 
acknowledged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS  GUILD. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  and  successful  year 
for  the  members  of  the  Babies'  Wards  Guild.  *  In 
March,  an  Easter  Sale  was  held,  the  proceeds  of  which 
amounted  to  nearly  four  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition 
to  its  regular  work  of  supplying  all  the  bed  linen  needed 
in  the  Wards,  the  Guild  has  undertaken  the  support  of 
a  bed. 

The  articles  made  for  the  Wards  since  last  January 
were:  402  sheets,    87  pillow  slips, 

184  underpads,  19  coverlets, 
100  draught  curtains, 
145  towels, 

49  hot-water  bag  covers. 
While  the  Guild  has  grown  somewhat  in  membership, 
this  year  there  is  work  enough  for  many  more  and  new 
members  either  associate  or  active,  will  be  very  welcome.

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THE  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT  OF  THE 
BABIES'  WARDS. 


BY  GODFREY  ROGER  PISEK,  M.D., 
Attending  Physician. 

Another  year's  work  is  drawing  to  a  close  and  we 
wish  to  survey  the  work  we  have  done  for  the  sick  little 
ones  of  our  city. 

What  more  worthy  charity  can  there  be  than  a  hos- 
pital for  sick  babies?  That  heart  is  hard  indeed  that 
will  not  soften  before  the  moans  of  these  little  sufferers. 
And  so  we  begin  with  thanks  that  we  have  such  model 
wards.  Wards  that  are  visited  b}'^  doctors  from  all 
over  the  world  who  are  seeking  to  imitate  that  which 
is  best;  wards  that  are  an  education  in  themselves 
to  the  visiting  mothers,  in  neatness,  cleanliness  and 
hygiene. 

Let  us  trace  for  example  the  care  of  the  child  with 
pneumonia  sent  to  the  Wards  for  treatment,  with  that 
of  its  equally  poor  neighbor,  kept  at  home.  The  house 
physician  makes  a  careful  physical  examination,  ex- 
cluding all  possibilities  of  contagion  if  possible,  and 
after  its  warm  bath,  the  child  is  sent  to  the  ward  with 
the  nurse  who  records  its  temperature,  and  respirations 
to  further  enable  the  doctor  to  order  his  treatment. 
The  bath,  clean  clothes  and  bed,  usually  induce  sleep  in 
this  ward,  with  carefully  regulated  temperature  and 
fresh  air.  The  visiting  physician  later  makes  his  exam- 
ination, and  outlines  his  plan  of  treatment,  and  orders 
a  suitable  diet.  If  there  are  any  rapid  changes,  the 
ever  watchful  nurse  reports  to  a  house  doctor,  who  is 
always  near  at  hand;  thus  sudden  weakening  of  the 
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heart  can  be  combated,  and  often  frequent  hypoder- 
matic stimulation  only  tides  the  child  over  a  critical 
period  and  saves  a  life.  Contrast  such  care  with  that 
received  by  the  pneumonia  patient  in  the  tenement 
house.  The  mother  attempts  to  play  the  part  of  nurse 
and  housewife;  several  other  children  make  demands 
upon  her  time.  Perhaps  a  doctor  is  called  to  the  house 
once  or  twice  during  the  illness.  Many  of  the  foreign 
born  have  an  inborn  dread  of  a  hospital,  and  will  not 
heed  the  doctor's  advice  to  place  the  baby  in  an  insti- 
tution. The  doctors  find  the  babe  swaddled  in  number- 
less blankets,  in  a  room  with  windows  tightly  shut,  the 
sufferer  gasping  for  air,  its  bodily  temperature  steadily 
rising  and  the  pneumonic  process  making  greater  inroads, 
with  no  one  on  hand,  competent  to  watch  for  breakers 
ahead.  What  are  this  baby's  chances  for  recovery,  as 
against  the  hospital  case,  which  is  given  every  care  that 
scientific  medicine  can  devise?  This  picture  is  not 
overdrawn,  the  district  physician  sees  these  pictures 
daily.  "Death  and  the  infant  play  wierd  games, 
work  strange  tricks  on  each  other.  The  child  heart 
coquettes  with  Death  and  Death  comes  half  way  to  the 
flirtation." — Brush.  The  hospital  patient  when  con- 
valescent is  daily  sent  to  the  Roof  Garden  or  Solarium, 
and  later  can  be  sent  to  the  Convalescent  Home  at 
Sea  Cliff,  or  the  Speedwell  at  Morristown,  to  grow  strong 
and  rugged  before  returning  to  his  parents. 

Complications  rarely  are  seen  in  cases  sent  early  to  the 
hospital,  for  there  is  no  over-indulgent  mother  to  upset 
the  digestive  tract  by  improper  feeding.  A  few  weeks 
ago  a  mother  visiting  her  critically  ill  daughter  in  the 
Babies'  Wards,  brought  her  a  donation  of  food.  As 
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usual,  this  was  inspected  by  the  head  nurse  who  found 
a  paper  sack  with  cakes  covered  with  sugar  coated  fig- 
ures, with  as  many  colors  as  Joseph's  coat;  an  orange 
and  a  flask  filled  with  brandy  and  water.  Another 
infant  had  been  operated  upon  for  empyema  (pus  in 
the  chest  cavity)  and  had  to  be  sent  home  as  it  developed 
a  contagious  disease.  The  life  of  this  babe  was  jeopard- 
ized by  its  mother,  who  gave  it  bananas  to  eat,  which 
brought  on  a  severe  convulsion.  These  instances  are 
dwelt  upon  to  show  you  what  you  are  doing  for  these 
babies  by  providing  a  suitable  hospital.  The  statistics 
of  the  year's  work  given  in  this  report,  show  a  large 
number  of  cases  admitted  and  the  results  obtained  are 
encouraging  when  we  remember  that  no  case  is  refused 
because  it  is  apparently  beyond  help. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  enumerate  some  of  the  features 
and  significant  facts  in  relation  to  the  Babies'  Wards, 
which  appeal  to  the  physician  in  his  treatment  of  the 
sick  baby,  and  which  the  people  who  are  interested  in 
the  medical  care  of  children  should  know.  Good 
nursing  is  as  important  in  the  care  of  infants  and  child- 
ren as  drugs.  The  babe  can  tell  us  nothing;  it  must 
be  carefully  watched  and  any  changes  noted ;  the  report 
of  the  intelligent  nurse  therefore  is  depended  on  by  the 
attending  physician  and  is  a  great  help  to  him,  in  con- 
junction with  his  physical  examination.  The  nurses 
graduating  from  our  school  are  known  to  be  excellent 
children's  nurses,  and  are  sought  for  in  private  practice. 
The  instruction  which  they  receive  in  the  preparation 
of  modified  milk  for  infants  in  our  model  diet  kitchen, 
makes  them  invaluable  in  the  care  of  artificially  fed 
infants. 
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Our  Roof  Garden  and  Solarium  are  depended  upon 
more  and  more  in  the  general  management  of  our  med- 
ical and  surgical  cases.  The  fresh  air  treatment  of 
diseases  has  lately  been  much  advanced.  The  Post- 
Graduate  Babies'  Wards  have  had  and  used  the  roof- 
garden  for  many  years  in  the  treatment  of  cases,  and 
even  with  a  fever,  children  are  brought  to  the  roof 
on  dry  warm  days,  and  to  the  Solarium  every  day  for  a 
change  of  air  and  environment. 

The  Sociological  work  done  by  our  visiting  doctor, 
is  another  feature  worthy  of  much  commendation. 
The  physician  is  kept  in  touch  through  her  work,  with 
cases  after  their  discharge  from  the  hospital,  and  the 
visitor  often  instructs  the  mother  in  the  preparation 
of  food  and  hygiene.  When  necessary  she  supplies 
milk  and  food,  or  directs  the  family  into  the  right  chan- 
nels for  such  help. 

The  incubator  has  had  many  occupants  who  require 
the  most  skilled  dietetic  management  and  temperature 
regulation  for  the  preservation  of  their  little  lives. 

The  Babies'  Wards  are  connected  with  a  teaching 
hospital.  Its  attending  physicians  and  surgeons  are 
teachers,  and  as  such,  must  perforce  keep  in  the  front 
rank  or  be  leaders  in  medical  progress.  Those  who 
benefit  by  this  arrangement  are  the  patients  and  the 
doctors  who  come  from  all  over  the  world  to  see  and 
learn  what  we  are  doing  for  the  welfare  of  the  babies.. 
The  medical  and  surgical  wards  not  only  receive  and 
treat  acute  and  dangerous  diseases  of  children  that  would 
probably  die  if  not  cared  for  in  a  suitable  hospital,  but 
they  are  an  education  in  themselves  to  the  doctors, 
who  can  here  be  brought  face  to  face  with  the  patient 
and  see  methods  used  for  his  cure. 
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Thus  we  spread  the  good  work  over  our  whole  land, 
and  who  can  tell  how  many  babies  are  thus  indirectly 
spared  through  the  teachings  of  the  Babies'  Wards? 
The  philanthropic  ladies  of  the  committee,  are  called 
upon  to  help  supply  new  scientific  apparatus  or  other 
means  calculated  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  little 
ones.  We  are  ever  grateful  to  them  for  their  help  and 
support. 

If  we  had  more  beds  for  mothers  and  their  children 
(we  have  two  at  present),  a  milk  laboratory'  in  con- 
nection with  the  dispensary  service,  and  an  apparatus 
for  producing  cold  dry  air  in  the  wards  during  the  hot 
summer  months  when  so  many  cases  of  "Summer  Com- 
plaint" are  brought  to  our  wards,  we  would  approach 
nearer  the  doctors'  ideal  of  a  temporary  refuge  for  the 
sick  baby.
